too high, it is quite possible 
that the pictures painted by 
writers and speakers can be 
tinted altogether too glowingly 
and that false ideals as_ to 
possibilities and facility of 
realizing possibilities can be 
come widely dominant. 

Farmer’s Condition Misunder- 

stood 


It is not likely that those 
actually engaged in farming 
will be carried away with 
exaggerated notions as to the 
delights of the life, and par 
ticularly as to the ease of the 
life The proposition is alto 
gether too sober and realistic 
for much mistake of this kind 
to creep in. In fact, the 
danger is that those engaged 
in farming, through mere 
fatigue and monotony, will 
fail to get the inspiration from 
the larger and deeper facts 
they are entitled to. But with 
the public at large the idea is 


spreading, and easily may be Dr. HENRY BAIRD FAVILL 


come distorted, that the farmer 
is a prosperous, independent, 
more or less autocratic provider for human needs 

People who deal in generalities and statistics can easils 
gain an idea that the farmer is the solid and prosperous 
factor in the community. They cannot easily gain the 
idea of the enormous, exacting and monotonous labor 
which he is called upon to contribute in order to be this 
substantial and indispensable factor. No indolent man can 
be a successful farmer and no man who does not realize 
the importance and dignity of his work can be in reality 
happy in his vocation. 

Economic questions underlying agriculture are ver) 
deep and intricate. Observation of our own country dur 
ing the period of fifty years in which the centers of popula 
tion, agricultural activity and wealth have © shifted 
enormously, clearly will indicate that we are not as yet 
at all stable as to our agricultural development. Observation 
of older countries which have exhausted the possibilities ot 
migration of people and development of virgin territory, 
furnish far better criteria as to the ultimate development 
of agriculture as related to, and as fundamental to, the 
existence of the human race. 

Producer and Consumer Long Way Apart 

Portions of our own country are in a limited way be 
ginning to show the stabilizing influence of a population 
Which is regarding itself as fixed Economic relations, 





particularly the relation between

which a consumer can finally 
afford to pay have brought such 
portions of the country to a keen realization of the 
necessity for study of the cost of production. As yet the 
other factor in this problem, which can be. stated in 


general terms as the cost of distribution, has not been 
thoroughly considered nor has it in any case been satis- 
factorily solved. 


We have enormous prob- 
lems to face involving great 
chenges in ou marketing 
machinery, both as to pur- 


chase and sale’ before’ we 
shall have reached an adjust- 
ment between produce: and 


consumer. It is fruitless to rail 
at the situation or to select 
out of the complicated chain 
of machinery this or that link 
and lay thereon the blame for 
the conditions which exist. 
We easily become infuriated 
at the middle man who exploits 
us, Without realizing that he 
is the product of an evolution 
of which we are a part, and 
that only by comprehensive 
plans which are economically 
sound can we eliminate’ the 
waste which is the real factor 
in our hardships. 

The two great classes of 
farmers, the grain farmers and 
the stock farmers are shifting. 
The trend of agriculture in the 
older and more settled com- 
munities where land acquires 
a high value, is toward stock 
farming. Amongst many 
reasons involved in this at 
least two are sufficient 
Buying and Selling Determine 

Profits 

There is no doubt that oun 
the whole fertility can be more 
simply and effectively main 
tained in connection with live 
stock; there is a general im 
pression more or less sound 
that a farmer can sell his pro- 
duce to himself for stock feed- 
ing to better advantage than 
through more complicated 
transfer. Under the best of 
management these propositions 
are probably true. Under poor 
Inadnagement they are probably not true at all 

The ultimate purpose of a stock handler is to sel! hls 
stock which has appreciated in value through the atten 
tion that he has devoted to it. The essence of this ques 
tion consequently is appreciation in value In order to 
justify as a business proposition, live stock must be at 
quired either by breeding or purchasing «at an advan 
tageous price. It must be grown and developed by 
judicious use of materials. It must be marketed under 


conditions which secure to the owner « fair price Under 
favorable conditions this price \ mean profit. 
Under conditions only slightly unfavorable Ul price 
will mean a loss. The lapse of time between the first 
term of this sequence and t! ist varies. It may be

The buying and selling of live stock are the extreme 


acts in this commercial transaction Generally speak- 
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ing a farmer does not buy a great deal of live stock. 
Nevertheless, it is probable that a wise and progressive 
farmer, though an extensive breeder, will purchase more 
or less stock. Of course, with the breeders and feeders 
of cattle for meat production, buying and selling will 
be regular factors. 

Care Necessary In Purchasing Stock 

General principles are true for all phases of the market 
and specific considerations are very many with respect 
to the purchase and sale of dairy cattle, to which I 
shall direct my attention. 

Demand for more economical production of dairy 
cattle and dairy produce is emphatic. As farmers come 
to realize the small margin upon which they have been 
running, representing the value of product above cost 
of production, they become eager for better’ stock. 
Whatever specific methods they pursue to acquire such 
stock the element of purchase is inevitably important. 

To any individual the question is, ‘‘How can I buy 
the thing which I need to reinforce my herd?” The 
question is not simple. His neighbor does not as a rule 
offer for sale his best cattle. The time and effort in- 
volved in hunting for stock is almcst prohibitive. The 
opportunity for careful estimate as to the value and 
adaptability to his particular needs is meager and _in- 
adequate. The result is that 
it is more difficult today to

grade dairy cattle can be adequately foreseen and met by 
sales at stated intervals. 

In Great Britain the local sales and markets are de. 
veloped to a high degree. Conditions there are very 
different both as to farm economics and as to distribu- 
tion and extent of territory, so that conclusions are not 
to be drawn lightly from that analogy, but even our 
present method of buying and_ selling milch cattle 
through buyers or brokers is finally dependent upon the 
quality and integrity of the man so employed. In- 
vestigation will show that there is as much or more 
difference in the standing of cattle brokers both with 
farmers from whom they buy and the large consumers 
to whom they sell than there is in the standing of sales 
organizations which are dealing in pure bred cattle. 

Deal Only With Reputable Buyers 

The stipulations which we are about to make as to 
public sales can be made with equal force as to the op- 
erations and reliability of local buyers. The man who 
has standing as a square dealer deserves our support 
The man who has the reputation of being tricky de. 
serves no confidence. It is open to any farmer having 
stock for sale, with the present large demand for stock, 
to make his choice as to the kind of buyer with whom 
he will deal. In the long run a dishonest buyer even 

though he pay to the farmer 
full price, will damage the 





purchase stock safely than it 
is to market it. 

For the farmer who _ is 
patiently undertaking to build 
up a herd, the proposition is 
not so difficult. The careful 
purchase of a sire, coupled 
with intelligent selection of 
his get is probably = an 
adequate process. 

Public Sale May Be Good or 


Bad who buys, breeds and tests with the sole

Live Stock Brokers Needed 

In the hurly-burly of stock trade in recent’ years, 
many needs have developed which furnish food _ for 
careful refiection. The average farmer who has a few 
cows and heifers to dispose of in the year, really needs 
a_ broker. Thus far public sales of grade cattle have 
not been frequent. It will probably be a_ long’ time 
before grade cattle will be so disposed of in general. 
There is no essential reason why regular sales calcu- 
lated to handle the surplus of the average farmer in 
groups and communities cannot be developed. There 
is, however, some question whether that is an economic 
project. Experience has not sufficiently developed to 
show whether the great fluctuations in the demand for 


ment this condition may 
obtain up to the point of a 
high development in the pure bred enterprise. Outside of 
mere fancy, the only sufficient reason for going into pure 
dairy stock is a deliberate purpose to build up consistently, 
patiently and through a long period of time, a_ herd 
of really high quality. 
Reliable Market Important For Beginner 
The question may easily be asked, “Is that not always 
the reason?” Based upon observation, my answer is in 
the negative. In a vague way, the purpose of handling 
pure bred stock would always be stated as an effort to 
build up a fine herd, but in point of fact we know that in 
the minds of many farmers who thus embark there is a 
strong element of gamble. We have become dazzled 
by phenomenal’ production and_ sensational _ prices 
Every breeder of registered dairy cattle must carry 
somewhere in his mind the possibility of producing such 
phenomena. The test, however, of the soundness of 
the enterprise is the idea which dominates the matter. 
The breeder who purchases his pure bred stock, breeds 
them, tests them, and develops them, with reference to 
elevating the whole standard and quality of his herd and 
farm will succeed and will profit correspondingly by being 
in the pure bred ranks. The breeder who buys, breeds and 
tests with the sole purpose of making large records, and 
of being able to sell at sensational prices, is more than 
liable to fail. The farmer who makes his agricultural 
operations primary and handles his stock as an essential,

Buying and Selling Live Stook 

NDER the above heading in this issue, we present the 
| first installment of a remarkable paper by Dr. Henry 
Baird Favill. Dr. Favill, at the time of his death, was 
yne of the commanding figures in the dairy industry, being 
p ident of the National Dairy Council and vice-president 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. In this 
paper, Dr. Favill calls attention to some of the fundamental 
considerations in the business of breeding pure bred Cat- 
tle, devoting his attention particularly to the subject of 
buying and selling. Concerning the situation in the live 
stock market at that time, and it is even more apparent 
today, Dr. Favill says, “It is more difficult today to pur- 
chase stock safely than it is to market it.” With a place 
and demand for pure bred breeding stock, that at best can- 
not be satisfied for a great many years, the question of 
marketing Holstein cattle is not a serious problem. Breed- 
ers who have used up-to-date business methods of advertis- 
ing and have made proper use of the public auction sale, 
have had no reason to complain about the financial returns 
from the breeding stock they have wished to sell. The 
problem of buying safely, however, is ever present and 
\finite pains to guard against the introduction of disease 

vour own herd, is the price of safety. 

Dr. Pavill well sums up the public sale proposition when 
he says, “Ixperience has clearly demonstrated that the 
public sale is good or bad according to its character.” And 
further, “In the long run the essence of this proposition is 
confidence, and the foundation of confidence is experience.” 
President Aitken often points out in his addresses that 
when a cow is led into the sale ring, and we can be sure 
that she is exactly as represented in the matter of health, 
soundness, etc., we would any of us give twice as much 
for her as though we had some doubts in those particulars. 
Concerning the offering of animals that are not as repre- 
sented in the matter of health, Dr. Favill says, ‘“‘There is 
no language strong enough to condemn this situation. This 
is not simply a matter of dishonesty in the individual 
transaction. It is a matter of treason to the whole live stock 
2nterprise, and individuals who cannot see without pres- 
sure the importance of the matter, should be made to feel 
it by every penalty, legal and moral, that the public can 
apply. It is a question of reliability of an institution we are 
trying to build up for the purpose of promoting this great- 
est of industries, and anything which tends to weaken its 
foundation, is treachery to the whole industry.”’ 


Concerning the matter of bye-bidding, and fictitious 
prices at public sales, Dr. Favill says, “It matters not how 
high the quality of the offering nor how great the reputa- 
tion of the sale management, a deal which is commercially 
crooked tends to ruin the business, and there is but one 
remedy for it, publicity.” This estimate of conditions, we 
believe, is a fair one and the advice sound. Self-interest 
on the part of every man engaged in the industry aside 
from all other considerations, ought to be a_ sufficient 
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motive for going the limit in placing our public sales above 
every question as to their fairness and dependability. 
There is, and probably always will be, room for improve. 
ment in this respect, but it is indisputable that the higher 
the standard along this line, the more prosperous will be 
the future of the live stock industry. 


Let Your State Organization Represent You 


HIS is the season of the year when many of our Hol 
T stein breeders feel the urge to protect their smaller 

brethren, and after due announcement of their lofty 
ideals, go out to hunt the elusive proxy which sells power, 
influence and consideration in the deliberations of the an 
nual meeting. The events of the past vear have provided 
unusual possibilities for personal feeling and bitterness tu 
crop out at the coming meeting at St. Paul. While we have 
no information that there will be any untoward develop 
ments of this nature, we believe it stands every member in 
hand to take particular care that his proxy, if he is unable 
to attend the meeting himself, is placed in the hands of 
someone who will really represent him, who will not be in 
fluenced by bitter personalities. With the development of 
our state organizations, we look for the representatives of 
these organizations to bring to the annual meeting an 
overwhelmingly large proportion of the proxies that are 
given out this year, and it is perfectly right and proper 
that this condition should prevail. Delegates from responsi 
ble state organizations are usually given definite instruc 
tions which represent the majority opinion in that state 
on the questions that are likely to come up for discussion 
at the annual meeting. Further, when new matters of im- 
portance come up as they always do during the course of 
the meeting, the members of your state delegation will 
have an opportunity to confer and decide upon the course 
of action which will most likely represent your interests 
in the matter. Practically every state will be represented 
at the St. Paul meeting, and particular prominence will be 
given to the state organizations at this meeting through 
the development of the National Sale, which is handled 
entirely by states, and through the monster street parade 
where each state will be represented by a descriptive 
float, the whole object being, of course, to arouse friendly 
rivalry and get each state vying with its neighbor to make 
the best showing. Without going into greater detail along 
this line, we wish to extend this word of suggestion and 
advice to members of the National Association. Arrange to 
attend the meeting personally if you possibly can. You will 
find it distinctly a good investment from the standpoint 
of increased knowledge of the industry and a broadened 
acquaintance with breeders from other sections of the 
country; closer understanding and better appreciation of 
the value of the National Association and its problems ana 
needs, and altogether a renewed enthusiasm for your 
business that alone would make the trip worth while. As 
always, however, there will be a great many breeders who, 
for one reason or another, will be unable to make the trip 
To those breeders we say, Po not forfeit your right to a 
voice in the management of the affairs of your association 
Use the means that is provided for you and sign the proxy, 
delegating your vote to your responsible state organiza- 
tion, and if you have any suggestions as to how you want 
them to use your vote, do not hesitate to tell them about 
it. Come personally if you can, but if that is impossible, 
let your state organization represent you. They are in the 
best position to do the job to your satisfaction and in the 
best interest of the industry. .

Cabana-Association Case Awaits Decision 


Holstein-Friesian Association of America in relation 

to his records which were called into question, was 
begun May 3 in the Supreme Court at Buffalo, N. Y., and 
the argument in the case was concluded on Thursday, May 
6. An extension of ten days’ time was granted by the 
Court for the filing of final briefs and arguments, after con- 
sideration of which the Court would return its verdict. 
This means that we should have a decision in this action 
shortly after May-17. 

On account of space limitations in this issue, we will 
not attempt to report the progress of the trial in detail un- 
til next week, but will simply give a few of the hign 
lights of the argument. Mr. Killeen opened for Mr. Ca- 
bana, outlining the purposes of the action which, primar 
ily, was to secure a permanent injunction restraining 
the Association from expunging the records made by Chas. 
Cole at Pine Grove Farms. Mr. Killeen’s argument in the 
main was along the line that a valuable property right went 
with the A. R. O. certificate, a property right that coula 
not properly be destroyed by this Executive Committee or 
Board of Directors, as, in the first place it was illegally 
constituted through irregularities in election. Secondly, 
that members of the Executive Committee had shown by 
their statements that they were prejudiced and, third, that 
Mr. Cabana had not been given an opportunity to be 
heard, was not confronted with witnesses and no specific 
charges were preferred. The irregularities referred to in 
cluded the holding of meetings outside New York State, 
which Mr. Killeen contended was illegal, and contrary to 
law, and that when the size of the Board was increased at 
Philadelphia last June, the new members of the Board took 
office and participated in the election of the Executive 
Committee before the certificate required by law was filed 
with the Secretary of State, setting forth the increase in 
the size of the Board. He contended further that after a 
record is accepted, no one on earth can throw it out ex 
cept by Court order after due trial. 

Judge Nathan L. Miller who had charge of the presenta 
tion of the case for the Association argued along these 
lines: First, that the plaintiff does not state facts sufficient 
to form a cause for action: second—that his action is pre 


T to action brought by Oliver Cabana, Jr., against the 


mature, that the plaintiff has not exhausted his rights 
within the Association; third—-so far as the validity of the 
directors is concerned and the holding of meetings outside 
New York State, according to a universal rule of legal pro

it it were never filed, no party to this suit could properly 
raise an objection. Judge Miller differed ina construction 
of the by-laws and took the position that the superintendent 
of Advanced Registry or the Board of Directors has the 
right by the by-laws to expunge records after acceptance 
upon reasonable doubt, and that after records are pub- 
lished, the certificate may be revoked by the Board upon 
proper hearing. He pointed out that the plaintiff had re 
lief in the law of the land if the Board of Directors acteu 
without evidence, or with incompetent members acting 
or if he was denied any rights to which he was entitled, 
and evidence was introduced to show that none of these 
conditions prevailed. — 

Althougl: denying Judge Miller’s motion to dismiss the 
case on the grounds stated, the Court upheld his contention 
that the question of the genuineness of the records at 
Caban: s farm was not an issue in this case. Judge Miller 
also pointed out that the very value of these records lies 
in the fact that the membership has agreed to abide by thu 
action of its own tribunal, and that the only course of the 
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plaintiff is to go before the tribunal his contract calls for 
and have the cloud removed from his records. 

The three “conscientious objectors,” Messrs. Matteson, 
Brockway and Moyer were represented by Judge Cobb of 
Syracuse who argued that they believed the Court should 
decide what constitutes a legal Board for the Association, 
stating that these three directors have not felt that they 
were authorized to serve with the present Board on account 
of the illegalities and irregularities in connection with its 
election. The Court, however, gave scant attention to their 
case apparently holding Judge Miller’s view that a cross- 
bill for an adjudication must be germane and of a@ nature 
the plaintiff could get an adjudication upon, and that the 
particular question in which they were interested was a 
collateral attack. 

The foregoing covers the main features of the argument 
which we shall, however, present in much greater details 
at a later date. The Holstein public will await with much 
interest the decision of the case by Justice Sears, and we 
shall present it at the first possible moment after it is 
delivered.

CLAY COUNTY MINNESOTA ORGANIZES 
The Holstein breeders of Clay County, Minnesota, met 


at Moorhead on April 27th and organized a Clay County 


Holstein Club. Election of officers resulted as follows:

This club was organized for the purpose of furthering 
he Holstein industry in Clay County and to assist the 
Minnesota Holstein Breeders Association in its work. 

It was voted to have a Clay County float in the 
National Holstein parade at the time of the annual meeting 
at St. Paul and also to make plans for a Clay County show 
herd to be sent to the State Fair in September. 

It is interesting to note the prominent part played by 
Clay County Holsteins in Holstein history during the past 
few years. Clay County has produced some of the great- 
est show animals of the breed and holds, I believe, the 
world’s record for number of 1000-lb. cows, having a total 
of twenty-five that have made over 1000 lbs. butter in a 





year. This is a greater number than all other counties 
in Minnesota combined. 

Clay county has also played a very important part in 
the two Minnesota State sales. The 1919 and 1920 sales, 
both unequalled by any other consignment sales ever held, 
totalled $397,000 for 165 head. Of 165 head sold, sixty 
were bred and developed in Clay county or sired by bulls 
bred in Clay county. These sixty animals sold for a total 
of $253,000, an average of over $4000 per head. 

The Holstein industry in Clay county is yet in its 
infancy, the oldest herd having been started eleven years 
ago, and it is safe to say that the next few years will see 
a remarkable advancement in a Holstein way.

LEWIS COUNTY ASSOCIATION MAKING PROGRESS 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

The Lewis County (Wash.) Holstein-Friesian Club or- 
ganized last November is making good progress. Our 
membership has increased until we number thirty-nine 
with more applications coming in every few days. Every 
member is a breeder owning one or more burebred fe- 
males and no one man at the present time owns more 
than twenty-five. When consideration is taken of the fact 
that members of the Club own probably three hundred fe 
males, one can readily see that they are pretty well dis 
tributed. We are a bunch of beginners but crops grow fast 
on the Pacific Coast. Watch the Holstein crop in Lewis 
County. 

We are going after the best sires we can get. Several 
in service in the County have yearly record backing of 
1000 lbs. of butter and better. Considerable interest is be 
ing taken in official testing, mostly in the 305 and 365-day 
division, several members putting their entire herds on 
test as fast as the heifers freshen and while no phenomenal 
records are being made the average is remarkably good 
considering the conditions under which they are made, 
with the cows in stanchions or running on pasture with 
the rest of the herd. 

After inquiry sent out by the Executive Committee 
through the Secretary’s office nearly the entire member- 
ship put their herds under Federal supervision that they 
might be placed on the Accredited List as fast as possible. 
State and Federal tests made in previous years disclose the 
fact that less than 3 per cent of the 13,000 dairy cattle in 
Lewis County are tubercular. 

At the regular meeting, April 3, the Club went on rec- 
ord as favoring the Federal Better Sires—Better Stock 
Campaign as outlined in an address by County Agent A. 
T. Flagg, and is standing squarely behind the Farm Bu- 
reau in its efforts to eliminate the scrub sire.

(1) The rules of Advanced Registry be changed to pro 
hibit the milking of cows on official test for either 
short or long-time test more than three times ir 
twenty-four hours except in case a cow on test gives 
ninety pounds of milk in three milkings in twenty- 
four hours. It may then be permissible for the cow tc 
be milked four times in twenty-four hours in sx 
long as the cow produces one hundred pounds of milk 
or more for each twenty-four hours but as soon as 
she drops to below one hundred pounds of milk ir 
twenty-four hours, she shall again go back to three 
times milking in twenty-four hours. 


(2) That the rules for Advanced Registry for long-time 
records shall be changed to eliminate all classes and 
periods except one period for nine months, 275 days 
that the cow making a record for this period must 
have a fully developed calf within fifteen months 
from her date of freshening and that for every day she 
carried her calf over twelve months her record shal) 
be penalized and reduced an amount that will in 
effect make her record practically equal to a cow that 
had calved within twelve months. And, the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry is hereby instructed tc 
work out a table of reduction or penalties to be 
subtracted from the record of a cow calving after 
twelve months from her last freshening but still calv- 
ing inside of fifteen months. In all cases the record 
shall be 275 days from the time the cow was started 
on the record. 

(3) That the rules of Advanced Registry be changeo 
governing short-time records so that the period of a 
short-time record shall be ten days instead of sever 
and that no records for a short-time period be made 
except ten-day records. 

(4) To discourage the excessive fitting and the resulting 
high percentage of fat test that the rules governing 
both long and short-time test shall be changed so that 
no cow shall be credited with an average per cent of 
over 44% per cent on short-time test or over 4 per cent 
on long-time test for the total amount of milk that 
the cow produces in her test period. 

other words, if a cow on short-time test produced 50 

pounds of milk on which 500 pounds of milk the aver- 

age fat test due to excessive fitting was 6 per cent or 

30 pounds of butterfat, this cow for record purposes 

would only be credited with 4% per cent as an aver 

age fat test for the 500 pounds of milk or 22% pounds 
of butterfat instead of 30 pounds of butterfat as she 
would now be credited with under the present rules

LEGE 
The Louisiana Holstein-Friesian 
Cattle Association met at Baton 


Rouge, La., April 19, and endorsed the 
movement for a greater agricultural 
college for Louisiana. The Honorable 
Emile Sundbery of Napoleonville, 
former state senator, is the president 
of the association. In a letter ad- 
dressed to the members of the legis- 
lature, he says: 

“While Louisiana is essentially an 
agricultural state, only a very small 
part of its land is now in cultivation. 
very day more of the woodland is 
being denuded, placing on the market 
cheap land exceptionally well adapted 
to agriculture, stock raising and dairy- 
ing, and experienced help is necessary 
to avail ourselves of the state’s natural 
resources in this line. Personally 1 
have been forced to abandon stock 
raising in general, and the raising of 
pure bred Holstein cattle in particular, 
for want of such help. I wish to ap- 
peal to you to give serious considera- 
tion to the establishment of a greater 
agricultural college, which I consider 
the very best investment the general 
assembly can make for the upbuilding 
of the state of Louisiana at this time.”

The Dairy Outlook 


At nearly all milk producers or dairy 
cattle breeders’ association meetings, 
the future of the dairy industry is one 
of the leading subjects of discussion. 
Food production of every kind is con- 
fronted with a set of conditions for 
which there is no parallel in history, 
and men accustomed to predict pro- 
duction and marketing problems in an 
off-hand manner are slow to commit 
themselves, or give others advice on 
how to proceed. Obviously, it is a 
dangerous moment for prophesy, most 
of those venturing into that realm re- 
lying on their ambiguity to protect 
their reputations. 

All_ we. know to a certainty is that 
the .world is short of dairy products 
and that millions of the human family 
are confronted with disease and semi- 
starvation. That thousands of dairy 
herds in Europe have been destroyed 
or seriously depleted and that those 
that have not been depleted are woe- 
fully short of the feedstuffs necessary 
to produce milk.. But what the food 
requirements of these countries may 
be during the next two or three years, 
measured by their ability to pay prices 
which will. pay..a_ margin above the 
cost of feed an@- labor charges is a 
knotty problem. 

The maintenance of present prices 
for an indefinite period seems very im- 
probable, yet féed and labor prices 
ust come down, before there can be 
any marked decrease in the price of 
dairy products. Dairy farmers of to- 
day are playing the game on.a close 
margin and if prices drop the majority 
of them would reduce production. or 
pocket heavy losses. The problem of 
the immediate future could be acecu- 
rately foretold if we really knew the 
dairy situation in Europe, and what 
moves might be made on the part of 


the government or private financiers 


to remedy the present chaotic situa- 
tion with regards foreign exchange and 
credits... We know that the people of 


war ravaged Europe are anxiously 
awaiting relief, and look to this coun- 
try for the bulk of dairy products to 
meet their requirements. 

In speculating on the future demands 
of the world for dairy products the 
difficulties of establishing a permanent 
European outlet must be given thought- 
ful consideration. England will un- 
doubtedly be a buyer of American can- 
ned milk and cheese. The dairy indus- 
try in Germany has suffered severe 
losses since the beginning of the war 
but for many years the national policy 
of that government has been to pro- 
tect the live stock interests at the ex- 
pense of the consumer, excluding for- 
eign products even by resorting to reg- 
ulations that matched its doubtful di- 
plomacy. France has aimed at self. 
sustenance, a policy made possible by 
the number of small farms and the 
natural frugality of its people, and it 
is quite probable that when normal 
conditions return there will be but a 
small demand for dairy products from 
America. 


All of the European countries are 
facing the necessity for enforced econ- 
omy for many years, and will endeav- 
or to go on as nearly as possible a self- 
sustaining basis, an example of what 
may be accomplished along these lines 
being afforded by England’s increase 
in food production during the past four 
years. France, Belgium and Germany 
will look to America as an outlet for 
their manufactured products, but they 
are sure to avoid any unfavorable trade 
balances; consequently the products 
from these countries will call for cash, 
rather than. dairy products. The Latin 
countries will have to do the best they 
can with what means they have on 
hand. Every dollar sent to America 
for food will be carefully counted. The 
popular belief here in America that 
famine threatens the people in these 
countries is not credited by those who 
understand the situation there 
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Optimistic economists tell us that 
our own population will consume dairy 
products in sufficient volume to ows 
the industry on a high-pressure basis 
for years to come as soon as prices 
geach « level which will warrant heav- 
jer consumption, but the experience of 
the past few years has taught dairy 
farmers, especially producers of mar- 
ket milk, that the consumer is a fac- 
tor noi to be ignored. If the dairy in- 
dustry is to continue prosperous a sim- 
jlar condition is imperative in our 
industries, as dairy products are sure 
to fall off in consumption whenever 
payrolls diminish. In a sense, milk 
and its products are a luxury, and 
must be placed on that list at present, 
only high wages making their use gen 
eral at present prices. The excessive 
cost of distribution of whole milk in 
our cities, is a problem demanding so- 
lution, consumers’ strikes and period- 
ical agitations for public investigations 
indicate public discontent and unstab- 
ijlized conditions. In some cities milk 
distributors have profiteered brazenly. 
and consumption has decreased. These 
city distributors glibly tell the consum- 
ers that the farmers are to blame for 
the prices, ignoring the fact that they 
are getting more for distributing the 
milk than the farmer is for producing 
it 

And while on the subject of the con- 
sumption of dairy products, another 
menace to the producer may be perti- 
nent. The manufacturers of all kinds 
of substitutes have been active since 
prices for dairy products have adyane- 
ed, embracing the present opportunity 
to clinch the substitute argument. 
While the dairy farmers have been 
busy producing canned milk, butter 
and cheese to ship abroad and feed our 
army and navy the manufacturers of 
“nut butter’ and oleomargarine have 
been spending hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in newspaper advertisiag to 
exploit the merits and cheapness of 
their products. The fact remains that 
these butter substitute manufacturers 
have made substantial inroads, and 
that butter consumption per «apita is 
steadily diminishing, and that « reali- 
gation of this will come when our ex- 
port business ceases, and the dumestic 
market is called upon to absorb the 
bulk of the entire output. 


Until the prohibition pericd that pe- 
culiarly American institution, the sa- 
loon free lunch, was responsible for the 
daily consumption of an_ incredible 
quantity of dairy foods--mostly cheese, 
but it has disappeared forever. The 
free lunch in our big cities had a great 
influence on the prices of cheese. The 
use of cheese in the average American 
household has been curtailed, and will 
be slow to regain its normal consump- 
tion when the era of plentitude comes 
around. These are facts that all dairy 
farmers must consider. Likewise, the 
hotel and restaurant men who have 
largely increased their net earnings at 
the expense of their patrons by cut- 
ting down on cheese and other dairy 
products have dealt a severe blow to 
the dairy industry. The portions of 
butter served in hotels and eating 
houses have been reduced, and cheese 
Is rarely served in the cheaper restau 
rants, so that when condensers and 
Manufacturers of other dairy products 
have filled all of the export orders 
they may find domestic needs reduced 
by this system of parsimony which 
taxes the consumer not only excessive 
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ly for what he gets, but charges for 
what he does not receive. <A national 
campaign to increase consumption of 
dairy products has been suggested, and 
from the results obtained through ad- 
vertising conducted in several large 
cities the proposition has considerable 
merit. 

In common with other industries 
dairy farming must accept whatever 
penalties the coming reconstruction 
periods imposes. Present prices are 
naturally ephemeral, and lower prices 
seem only to be a matter of time. La- 
bor may cherish the futile hope of re- 
taining all it has gained, but the dairy 
farmers should entertain no such fal- 
lacious ideas; in fact, there has been 
a disposition to take a pessimistic view 
of the future, as indicated by so many 
farmers disposing of their cows and 
going into other lines of production. 
That prices may hold up to a fair level 
for some time seems probable, but for 
how long no one seems willing to 
prophecy. 

Economy in the use of feeds is im- 
perative, home-grown feeds will be 
come more popular and profits will 
come from feeding for heavier milk 
vields whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents. Most dairy farmers are in a 
cautious state of mind, and it is indi- 
cated by their actions in hesitating to 
stock up on high-priced grain feeds. 
The history of the dairy industry 
shows that while it does not present a 
short cut to prosperity, those who con- 
sistently practice a safe system get 
reasonably satisfactory returns, while 
those who conduct the business along 
hit-and-miss lines rarely achieve finan- 
cial success. Those who have kept 
their good cows, raised the bulk of the 
food supply and kept abreast of the 
times will in the end achieve the same 
measure of success as the efficient ele- 
ment in other industries. 

The outlook for the breeder of pure- 
bred dairy cattle was never more fav- 
orable. All things point to a prosper- 
ous future. For years federal and 
state extension men, cooperating with 
purebred cattlemen, have been preach- 
ing and teaching the value of higher- 
producing dairy cows, and the import- 
ance of wiser selection and better feed 
and care. It is more important than 
ever that the “low-producing-cow” be 
eliminated from the herd. Losses from 
feeding poor animals and profits from 
feeding good are larger than under 
pre-war conditions. 

Prices paid for purebred cattle have 
advanced comfortably but are in keep- 
ing with milch cattle price advances. 
The breeders view the future hopeful- 
ly, as exemplified by the increased bus- 
iness done by the dairy breed registry 
associations, and the activity shown by 
transfers of breeding stock. This does 
not necessarily mean an increase in 
the number of pure-bred cattle, but 
does mean an increased interest in the 
purebred business throughout the 
country. This activity comes from a 
searcity of good dairy cattle and to a 
certain extent from hope in the future 
of the dairy industry. Prices have not 
advanced in any greater ratio than 
they have for many essential commod 
ities. We must expect high prices b: 
cause costs of maintenance and produ 
tion have advanced. 

Even though prices for breed 
stock should recede temporarily tl 
prices of dairy products take a slump, 
the farmer who has a good breeding

Meat and Milk in 


(Report of the Committee on Food 
and Nutrition of the National Re- 
search Council, April 3, 1920) 

it has long been known, but perhaps 
never sufficiently emphasized, that 
the milch cow returns in the human 
food which she yields, a very much 
larger share of the protein and energy 
of the food she consumes than does 
the beef animal. Dr. Armsby, probably 
the leading expert of this country on 
animal nutrition, has estimated 
(Science, August 17, 1917) that of the 
energy of grain used in feeding the 
animal there is recovered for human 
consumption about 18% in milk and 
only about 315% in beef 

In an official Report on the Food 
Supply of the United Kingdom, it 1s 
estimated that to produce 100 calories 
of human food in the form of milk 
from a good cow, required animal food 
of 2.9 pounds starch equivalent; 100 
calories milk from a poor cow is estl- 
mated to require the consumption of 


1.7 pounds; while to produce 100 
calories of beef from a steer 2% years 
old, it is estimated that 9 pounds of 


starch equivalent in feed are required. 

Stated in terms comparable with 
those used by Dr. Armsby, this would 
mean that the good milk cow returns 
20% of the energy value of what she 
consumes, the poor milk cow 12%, 
and the good beef steer only 6%. Al- 
though this estimate is more favorable 
to the beef steer than is that of Dr. 
Armsby, yet even in this estimate it 
will be seen that the poor cow is twice 
as efficient, and the good milk cow 
more than three times as efficient as 
the beef steer in the conservation of 
energy in the food supply. 

Considering the whole length of life 
of the animal, Professor Wood, the 
leading English agricultural expert, 
estimates that the cow returns in milk, 
veal and beef, 1-12 as much food as she 
has consumed, while the beef steer 
returns only 1-64. In other words, the 
cow is five times as efficient as the 
beef steer as a food producer when 
the whole life cycle of the animal is 
considered. Similarly it has been es- 
timated by Cooper and_ Spillman 
(Farmers Bulletin, No. 877 1917, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture) that 
the crops, grown on a given area may 
be expected to yield from four to five 
times as much protein and energy for 
luman consumption when fed _ to 
dairy cows as when used for beef pro- 
duction. As Wood has very strikingly 
shown, the longer the time that the 
beef animals are fattened on grain, 
the economical the process be- 
comes 

Quite recently Dr. Armsby has 
pointed out (Yale Review, January, 
1920) that “the dairy cow shows the 
highest efficiency of any domestic ani- 
mal, both as regards conversion of 
food and availability of the product 
for man.”

It does, of 
course, supplement the protein, bw 
American dietaries would nearly al. 


Ways be adequate as regards protein 
even without the meat that they con 
tain. On the other hand, dietaries con- 
taining little or no milk are very apt 
to be inadequate as regards calcium 
Detailed analysis of the results of 
hundreds of American dietary studies 
shows that in practice the adequacy 
of the calcium intake depends more 
largely on the sufficiency of milk sup 
ply than upon any other factor, or, in 
fact, than upon all other factors com 
bined. 

The vitamines furnished by hay and 
grains, and thus consumed by cattle, 
are stored in the animal’s tissues to 
only a limited extent, but they are 
transferred in relative abundance to 
the milk. Hence the vitamines of the 
coarse material of grain not directly 
available as human food, are brought 
into form for man’s use very efficient- 
ly through milk production, and very 
inefficiently through the production of 
meat. 

Thus the result of recent studies in 
nutrition, which have made clearer 
the importance of the mineral ele- 
ments, and vitamines, is to emphasize 
strongly the great desirability of a 
more abundant milk supply, even if 
this should somewhat reduce the pro- 
duction and consumption of meat. Our 
present knowledge of nutrition justi- 
fies more fully than ever before the 
statement that ‘the dietary should be 
built around bread and milk,” bread 
or other grain products being the 
foods which furnish the most nutri- 
ment for their cost (whether in money 
or in land and labor) and milk being 
by far the most efficient nutritional 
supplement to bread or other grain 
products. Therefore somewhat more 
of our grain crops than is the case at 
present should come directly into hu- 
man consumption to augment the 
bread supply, and of the grain fed to 
cattle more should be used for the pro- 
duction of milk, and less for the pro- 
duction of meat. 

In general, 10 pounds of grain may 
be expected to produce not over one 
pound of meat or about three quarts 
of milk. If the three quarts of milk 
cost the consumer more (because of 
greater labor cost in production) they 
are also certainly worth more to him 
In so far as things as different in their 
nutritional properties as meat and 


milk can be compared, it is fair to say 
that one quart of milk is at least as

“AMANDA PRILLY ONE OF THE 
BREED’S GREATEST COWS” 


It was on the night of March 26th, 
i920 that Amanda Prilly, No. 130383, 
a three times thirty-lb. cow, freshened 
dropping us a 100-lb. male calf sired 
by King Pontiac Hengerveld Fayne 
who now stands at the head of Cold- 
stream Farms, Lexington, Ky., and is 
known as the $100,000 bull. 

She was in the pink of condition, 
made up a great udder and looked 
good enough for thirty-five or better 
but as it happend misfortune befell 
her and she retained her after-birth. 

Nevertheless she came back at the 
advanced age of 11 yrs. and 22 days 
with the good record of 29.947 Ibs. but- 
ter and 540 Ibs. milk and would have 
crossed the 30 lb. mark easily if our 
supervisor had arrived on time. 

Her former records were made as a 
four-year-old, 32.88 lbs. butter and 
537.8 lbs. milk; five years, 30.18 lbs. 
butter and 520.5 milk, six vears old, 
32.46 lbs. butter and 575.3 milk, and 
last as a 1l-year-old, 29.947 butter and 
540 Ibs. milk, making her four records 
average 31.36 lbs. butter and 543.4 Ibs. 
milk. Her highest one day’s milk was 
94.8 Ibs. 

Mr. Merton Bartlett of Poolville, 
New York, who raised and bred this 
cow, told us that he had not the faint- 
est doubt that this cow would have 
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made 30 Ibs. easily the three times 
she was not tested because “She gave 
the milk, producing between 80 and 
90 Ibs. each time freshening and she 
always has the fat.” 

This is one of the greatest cows a 
man ever placed a pail under. She has 
been fresh now going on six weeks. 
Through spring’s work we have not 
had the time to care for her and she 
has been milked only twice a day, hav- 
ing a little beet pulp, no beets and 
twenty lbs. grain per day and milk- 
ing between 75 and 80 lbs. a day. To- 
night April 28 she gave 40.6 lbs. milk 
manufactured in 12 hours. Not so bad 
for a 1l-year-old, and_= after. re- 
taining her after-birth. 

Other records made by us during 
the past winter are: K. P. C. Bergsma 
Cornucopia, age 7 yrs., butter 24.17, 
milk 602.9 lbs., high day’s milk 90.0 lbs.

The average for the two 
nearest dams of this bull is 1262 for yearly production. Mr. Fresch paid $4200 
for him to use as a sire until the Sinclaire property can be established on a 
larger scale. It is understood that Winterthur Ormsby Banostine will not be the 
final selection as chief sire at Rancocas Stock Farms. 

The top priced male was entered by Mr. Davidson himself and sold to Hugh 
kK Smith, Vice-President of the Davidson Co. of Philadelphia, who is establish- 
ing a Holstein plant at Grenoble. Mr. Smith bought Peldora De Kol Chief of 
the Pontiacs sired by a son of King of the Pontiacs out of Woodcrest Dora De 
Kol, and whose dam was Woodcrest Dora De Kol herself. This should make 
Mr. Smith an excellent herd sire coming as it does from so good a cow as 
Woodcrest Dora De Kol, foundation cow of the famous Pelletier herd in Mich- 
igan. Woodrow & James paid $2250 for a 28-lb. son of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, 
second dam a 31-lb. daughter of Aaggie Cornucopia’s Paul De Kol.

He had not stood the long 
journey well and lacked a bit in individuality which did not give him as good 
a footing as some of the other bulls in the sale.

NEW YORK ASSOCIATION ADOPTS 
TRADE MARK 


Qn another page of this issue ap- 
pears the new trade mark adopted by 
the New York Holstein-Friesian as- 
sociation. In addition to being a re 
markably attractive piece of work 
there is a great deal of significance to 
the component parts of the design. 
The map of the state in the back 
ground of course is for ready identifi- 
cation to show that it relates to the 
Empire State. The cow will be recog 
nized by our older breeders as the 
foundation cow, Clothilde, an  im- 
ported cow selected in Holland by 
Wing ,R. Smith. and who spent the 
most of her life time in New York 
State where she not only founded one 
of the important families of the breed, 
but took a prominent part in establish- 
ing the popularity of the Holstein-Frie- 
siali breed in the earlier days. She 
was the first cow of any age or breed 
to make a vear’s record above 26000 
Ibs. milk, her figures being 26021 Ibs. 
2 oz. While this record was made 
back in the 80’s and thus long before 
the inauguration of our present <Ad- 
vanced Registry system, it was very 
earefully authenticated by affidavits 
of the owners and caretakers, and 
also by disinterested parties  whio 
were invited in to observe the cow dur 
ing the test, and check up on the 
weights reported. She has an_ unoffi- 
cial record of 101 Ibs. 2 oz. milk in a 
dav, and a 7-day butter reeord of 2s 
Ibs. 24%, oz. In 1887 occurred the New 
York Dairy Show and here it was that 
the work of Clothilde and Clothilde 
{th. her 43-year-old) daughter, im- 
pressed upon the public mind the fact 
that the Holstein breed was a breed 
of butter producers that must be 
reckoned with, Clothilde winning first 
place and her daughter second in com- 
petition with the finest Jerseys in the 
country at that time. In addition to 
the daughter that won second place 
at the Dairy Show, another daughter 
of Clothilde, named Clothilde 2d, had 
a 4-vear-old record of 25602 Ibs. 10 oz. 
milk in a year which stood for some 
time as the second highest in the 
world, heing exceeded only by her 
own dam. Thus the selection of Clo- 
thilde to grace the trade mark of New 
York State is entirely fitting as she 
is of ideal conformation, was a world’s 
champion long distance producer, and 
one of the greatest transmitting dams 
the breed has ever produced. 

The significance of the fountain 
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from which Clothilde is drinking is 
that New York State stands as the 
fountain from which an overwhelming 
proportion of the foundation stock of 
the breed in other states has come. 
The same idea is carried out in the 
vording, “The nursery of the breed,” 
for back in the days when the breed 
was being established in this country, 
t was men like Smiths & Powell, F.

Progress of Better Sire Campaign in New York 


Nk of the most encouraging de- 
QO) veivrments in recent months is 
the growing interest of livestock 
farmers in the question of better 
stock, with special reference to the 
quality of sires in use. The factor of 
increased cost of production through 
labor. ete together with uncertain 
ities regarding the selling price ot! 
milk has emphasized as nothing else 
ever has, the need for better practices 
in breeding stock. It is not unusual to 
overfear farmers discussing among 
themselves the desirability of closely 
weeding their dairy herds now when 
beef is relatively high in price and 
milk selling at a low figure 
As a result of a questionnaire sent 
to county agents in New York the 
following interesting facts have come 
to light with reference to the methods 
pursued and the results obtained in 
featuring the better sire campaign 
In spite of pressure of work in other 
lines, ten counties ware definitely 
working on a pure bred sire project 
Kight of these counties are taking a 
farm to farm survey” by — school 
districts and two counties are taking 
a farm to farm survey by townships 
In nine cases, it is reported that it is 
ditfticult to get the work done. This is 
due to various local causes It has 


been emphasized for some time, that 
the local breeders’ associations should 
be intimately concerned With this 
problem. The results thus far shov 
that in seven counties the breeders’ 
associations are assisting with the 
survey that is being taken Theil 


interest is of such a practical nature 
that in nine cases they are actively 
endeavoring to locate pure breds to 
take the place of scrubs and grades 
and in three instances they are also 
arranging to extend credit to persons 
needing such help 

When the work was first started in 
this state, the question was raised as 
to the source of sufficient numbers ot 
pure bred sires to meet requirements 
On this point, fifteen report that no 
difficulty has been encountered. Four 
co-operative bull associations have 
been arranged and thirteen partner 
ship bulls have been placed There 
are plenty of pure bred bulls available 
We need machinery to effectively place 
them. 


Suggestions to Promote Campaign 

A variety of suggestions to promote 
and sustain interest in better live- 
stock have been offered. In one 
county, arrangements are being made 


for a three day dairy show and 
exposition to feature the production 
and consumption of milk. A question- 
naire has been sent to the farmers of 
the county in order to obtain local 
facts to be used in connection with 
the meetings The problems of milk 
production will be discussed in the 
light of facts brought out by the 
surveys Outside speakers have been 
obtained and in order to sustain 
interest in the dairy show, animals 
will be kept on exhibition and a dairy 
cow demonstration held. 

Calf clubs are gaining in number 
and in effectiveness It is held that 
the organization of such clubs with 
restrictions on the quality of sires to 
be used in their connection — will 
automatically raise breeding — stand- 
ards In one county one of the large 
dairy manufacturing concerns has 
subscribed «a fund of ten thousand 
dollars to be placed in the hands of a 
disinterested committee co-operating 
with the Farm Bureau for the purpose 
of purchasing and distributing at cost 
approved high class sires. In a number 
of counties it is felt that much good 
follows the use of attractive signs 
indicating the breed of sire in use on 
the farm 

Noteworthy Results of Campaign 

While it has taken time to get thie 
sire project started its momentum 1s 
unquestioned left to local initiative 
it ix interesting to observe the ways 
it will frequently work itself out In 
one county, the leaders decided to in 
troduce pure bred females. Last year, 
seventy-five signed up to 
purchase one or more pure _ bred 
females. So far this year, sixty-one 
farmers have done likewise. Practi 
cally all stood by their agreement 
With this plan, it becomes a question 
of getting such female stock into the 
county. Where voung females. are 
selected emphasis must be placed on 
management that will insure their be 
ing well grown Indirectly such a 
practice insures the use of high class 
sires and automatically brings them 
into the community. In some instances, 
the local breeders’ associations have 
offered a commission to ten per cent 
to any local man who would sell bull 
calves and other sires tor its members 
In one county ninety such sales were 
made during the past year. In. still 
another county a survey is being taken 
through the Farm Bureau committee 
men. Replies have been received from 
seventy-six school districts which 
show, one hundred and forty-four pure

OTSEGO CO. N. Y., GOING IN FOR 
ACCREDITED HERDS 

Dutch Corner Holsteins owned by 
John Walrath & Sons of East Spring: 
field, have the honor of being the first 
accredited herd in Otsego county, N. 
Y. At the close of February, 75 herds 
in this county were under the accre- 
dited plan, 57 herds had been tested 
once, 17 herds had passed a clean test 
onee, and 3 herds had been accredited. 
More than 100 herds are now under 
agreement. Owners of pure bred herds 
are inclined to rally to the call for 
clean herds, but their enthusiasm is 
somewhat dulled by the shortage of 
state funds appropriated for payment 
to owners of reactors. 

Veterinarians who have been em- 
ployed by the state to make tests are 
disinclined to proceed indefinitely neg- 
lecting general practice that they may 
continue testing for the state on a 
credit basis unless they can be reason- 
ably sure of not too far distant appro- 
priations sufficiently large to grant 
them payment for making examina- 
tions. One of these veterinarians said 
that he highly approved of the accre- 
dited herd plan if it can be only 
be financed, but that an almost in- 
surmountable difficulty arises there. 
Those farmers who were first to grasp 
the public offer to clean their herds, 
received remuneration on appraisals 
which they considered fair. Later ap- 
plicants for tests are waiting for pay- 
ment from the state, confident that 
they will get it in time. Considerable 
gratification is expressed on account 
of future chances of selling cattle for 
better prices with greater assurance 
of giving full satisfaction to the pur- 
chaser if accredited herds jbecome 
common instead of the exception in 
special dairy regions

A quick reply was “Home con 
veniences,” and then she added, “It i 
not uncommon to visit a farm h 7 
and find no modern conveni = 

: ences. The 
water must be carried from the wel; 
oftentimes several rods away, the 
slops of the kitchen must be carried 
out and emptied. There is not even a 
drain sink in the kitchen to save steps; 
there are no modern lighting cop, 
veniences when it is so easy to hay 
them. Electricity in the home om 
lighting and for operating the sewin 

* “ g 
machine, the washing machine, ang 
electric iron would do much to Save 
steps for the housewife of the farm 
and make her work easier. It would 
take the drudgery out of it.” 

The farm husband is installing 
modern conveniences in his stables 
he is buying the latest up-to-date 
machinery, and the housewife often 
encourages him in these purchases 
for she thinks he needs these things 
worse than she needs labor saving 
devices. This may have been go jn 
the early days but the time is here 
when the house should receive some 
attention. The farmer who neglects 
to install all the modern conveniences 
possible to save his wife as much 
work as he can is not treating his 
household fairly. 

We know from experience that 
housework is more regular and con- 
fining than the other work on the 
farm. In winter the farm work slack 
ens, while the work in the house 
remains the same _ and __ without 
modern conveniences we believe it is 
harder in the winter than in _ the 
summer because it requires greater 
effort to keep the stoves and lamps in 
order, carry the water, and empty the 
slops. Further, the housewife has 
three meals to prepare in the winter 
just the same as in the summer. The 
farmer can relax a few months, but 
there is no time when a _ woman's 
work offers this opportunity. If he 
does not believe this, it would be a 
zood plan for the husband to take a 
day off and note the extra steps the 
wife takes to do her work. He will 
find that many steps could be avoided 
by better arrangements and modern 
conveniences.

BUTTER PRODUCTION INCREASED 
IN 1919 


The last and most complete report 
issued by the Bureau of Markets gives 
the production of creamery butter in 
1919 for the United States as 866,850,- 
180 Ibs, which represents an increase 
of 7.15 per cent over the preceding 
year. Minnesota is the leader by a 
very large margin, producing over 
130,000,000 last year as against 
121,000,000 the preceding year. This 
increase is general throughout nearly 
all sections of the country, the state 
of Ohio showing the largest actual 
increase, 11,845,000 Ibs. From the 
following table, which shows the ten 
leading states in order of importance ORMSBY SEGIS LAD

: : * _ LSFFILOry or that 
those who follow it do not use thej 
credit and credit institutions as do 
other business men. No doubt farmers 
need more credit than they get, also 
that they can get much more than 
they do. Farmers do not use their 
banks as they might, a result D2rhaps 
of a habit the banks have helped to 
form, for there was a time when farm. 
ers’ deposits were welcome and their 
notes not wanted. Whatever may be 
the reasons for past events and ten- 
dencies the future should be different 
Farmers should do as all other busi- 
ness men do, establish their bank 
credit and use it. The lack of suffi. 
cient working capital on farms ig re. 
ported in nearly every inquiry into 
agricultural affairs. But working capi- 
tal may be hired just as a man or 4 
machine is hired, and at a reasonable 
rate in the older agricultural regions. 
The business men of towns and cities 
hire it regularly. Farmers need longer 
periods of hiring than do those who 
can make a quicker turnover, but they 
are accorded longer periods, and then 
there is such a thing as_ rehiring 
money. No legislation is ever going to 
give farmers all the credit they need, 
or give it to those who need it most, 
so they must help themselves by es. 
tablishing their own credit. And the 
development of credit is like the deve- 
lopment of any other asset, in that a 
beginning must be made and attention 
given to building up and keeping it. 
Those who take _ bankers into their 
confidence and deal fairly with them 
are not usually suffering for lack of 
working capital if they are willing to 
hire it. Too many forget that the bor- 
rower is not a servant to the lender 
in such business, he is a customer of 
the bank and should so regard him- 
self—From The National Stockman 
and Farmer.

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A REVIEW OF MILK PRICES 
iN THE UNITED STATES 
FOR THE YEAR 19198 


Comparisons of the yearly average 
market milk prices made by milk 
marketing specialists in the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Markets for the year 1919, 
shows that the weighted average price 
paid to producers by market milk deal- 
ers supplying more than one hundred 
of the larger cities of the United 
States. was 35 cents per hundred- 
weight more than the weighted aver- 
age yearly price paid by the majority 
of condensed milk manufacturers of 
this country. The average market 
milk price paid to producers was ap- 
proximately 50 cents more per hundred- 
weight of whole milk testing 3.5 per 
cent of butterfat than the estimated re- 
turns of producers who marketed only 
butter fat through cooperative cream- 
eries and fed the skim milk to live- 
stock on their farms. Compared with 
the estimated returns for 3.5 per cent 
milk marketed through cooperative 
cheese factories, the average of mark- 
et milk prices was approximately 45 
cents per hundredweight higher. The 
average of prices paid by condenseries, 
on the other hand, was but 15 and 10 
cents higher, respectively, than the es- 
timated returns for milk of the same 
butter fat test marketed through 
creameries and cheese factories. 

The relationship of prices paid by 
cheese factories, creameries, conden- 
series, and milk dealers varies con- 
siderably with the seasonable changes 
in the market supply. In February 
there was a difference of 99 
cents per cwt. between the average 
price of market milk and the estimated 
returns for 3.5 per cent milk marketed 
through cooperative creameries; in the 
month of April this differential had de- 
clined to 15 cents. In the case of the 
estimated monthly returns of coopera- 
tive cheese factories and market milk 
prices, the differentials varied from 
$1.07 in February to $0.02 in July. In 
other words, for the country as a 
whole, market milk producers received 
but little more during July than did the 
patrons of cooperative cheese factor- 
ies; and for the months of March, 
April, May and June, the estimated 
returns of both creamery and cheese 
factory patrons were equal to or high- 
er than the average price paid by con- 
denseries. 

In making these comparisons of milk 
prices, an allowance of 75 cents per 
hundredweight of whole milk was 
made for the skim milk. This figure 
was arrived at through experiments 
which has demonstrated that 100 Ibs. 
of skim milk have a feeding value 
equal to 30 Ibs. of shorts, corn or 
grain, and it is believed that the 1919 
market prices of shorts and grains 
of all kinds justify an allowance of 
75 cents per hundredweight of whole 
milk for the feeding value of skim, 
for live stock on the farm. As a mat- 
ter of fact, in feeding pure bred Hol- 
steins, it could well be given a higher 
valuation than that. 

Wherever there is active competition 
between fluid milk dealers and manu- 
facturers of milk products, it is usually 
necessary for fluid milk dealers to pay 
prices considerably higher than those 
paid by manufacturers of cheese and 
condensed milk. This is so mainly be- 
cause it is necessary to take extra pre-

series, cheese factories and cream. 
eries, is not subjected to such rigoroys 
inspection as that required in case of 
milk for eonsumption in cities. fp 
many markets, the costs of production 
of milk satisfactory for city distriby. 
tion are higher than those applying 
to milk sold for use in manufactured 
milk products. 

In comparing returns received by 
producers marketing only butter fat to 
creameries, and feeding skim milk to 
live stock on the farm, it is important 
to note that the cost of transportatiop 
from farm to creamery or point of 
shipment is much less than whep 
market milk is sold. Producers gel]. 
ing butter fat to creameries commonly 
make two to four deliveries of cream 
per week and where neighbors cooper. 
ate by taking turns in the delivery 
the costs of delivery amount to com 
paratively little 

Another important reason for the 
prevailing difference in the net returns 
obtained by producers from the market: 
ing of milk and cream, either to mar 
ket milk dealers, or to concerns that 
convert it into manufactured milk 
products, is to be found in the fact that 
many dairymen are not informed re 
garding the returns that might be re 
alized by them if they were to divert 
their milk supply to a different market 
outlet. Farm bureaus and producers’ 
marketing organizations, however, are 
rapidly overcoming this handicap of 
producers. 

It should not be inferred from the 
foregoing that the net returns of pro 
ducers supplying creameries, cheese 
factories, condenseries, or city milk 
distributors, are ever likely to converge 
to a common level. .The market out 
let for fresh whole milk is necessarily 
confined to either factories or cities 
which are comparatively near the 
sources of their supply. Whole milk 
is too bulky and perishable of nature 
to permit of economical transportatior 
for distances much farther than 300 or 
400 miles. Except in the case of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Detroit and 
Chicago, comparatively small quanti 
ties of the natural milk supply of cities 
are obtained from points beyond the 
100-mile shipping zone. For this rea 
son alone, in many markets the prices 
of market milk are likely to continue 
higher than the prices paid for milk 
that is converted into manufactured 
dairy products

In the April 24 issue of the Kansas 
Far:ner, the leading article is on milk 
and better health, and relates’ the 
expr riences of the school of Marion 
coun'y in providing a milk lunch for 
the »cholars. 

Dr. J. J. Entz and public health 
nurse Miss Cora Gui made a_ four 


months’ survey of 125 _— districts, 
and examined 3704 children. An 


analysis of the figures showed some 
startling results. 69 per cent of the 
children were underweight, 19 per 
cent overweight, and only 12 per cent 
were normal. The milk is used in the 
first and second grade. Just before the 
morning recess, the children. drink 
half a pint of milk, and again just 
before the afternoon recess. In one 
school the smallest gain in weight for 
the first month was three pounds, and 
one lad gained 15 pounds. A great in- 
crease in the use of milk is needed 
especially in the country where it can 
be obtained so easily and cheaply The 
Marion county test should be con- 
sidered in every community interested 
in this good work. 





A FARMER FOR GOVERNOR 

There are more lawyers in Congress 
at the present time than of all other 
classes put together. Considering the 
number of voters engaged in farming, 
this is hardly as it should be. 

The farmers of Michigan are talking 
Milo D. Campbell for Governor. Mr. 
Campbell is president of the National 
Association of milk producers and 
chairman of the general board of the 
National Bureau of Farm Organiza- 
tions. His activities on behalf of agri- 
cultural interests are nationally 
known. 

We never could see why a farmer 
was not entitled to sit in Congress or 
in the State Legislature as well as 
members of other businesses or pro- 
fessions. We do not advocate class 
legislation or even voting for a farmer 
because he is a farmer, but we cer- 
tainly believe that farmers and dairy- 
men are entitled to proportionate 
representation in the Government, 
state or national. 

_Mr. Campbell was born on a farm 
in Branch County, Mich., has lived in 
that county all his life and is now the 
owner of two dairy and grain farms 
in that district. As a 14-year-old boy 
he worked out as a farm hand, taught 
school winters and in this way saved 
up enough money to put him through 
Coldwater High School, and Ypsilanti 
College. When 21 years old, he was 
elected superintendent of the county 
schools. Later on he took a course in 
law, and after that purchased one of 
his present farms and combined farm- 
ing with general business. From what 
we can learn of Mr. Campbell and his 
history, we believe Michigan would 
have an efficient governor if the 
farmers elect their man.
